Everything in Normandy was made with an eye to use. For embellishment there is only ,*•’ 
paneling, with carved linen-folds along the lower front skirt, behind which the box. like etn.,, 
does service for a chest. There is much of the feeling about it that one finds in the earlier monumen 
of William the Conqueror and Matilda■ the Abbt au.x Homines and the Abbl aux Dam, al 
Ceen—a certain logic, the combination of good sense and good taste, made permanent by u,und 
workmanship, that contrasts strongly with the course of development already well advanced toward 
the flamboy ancy of Rouen. As usual furniture lagged behind in the inarch of the art, even though

S INCE the sixteenth century France has led the world in 
architecture and the decorative arts. Consequently it 
should occasion no surprise to learn that English furniture of 
the eighteenth century was often strongly influenced by con¬ 
temporary French fashions. The Hepplewhite school shows 
this influence frequently in a marked extent, from the Louis 
XV and Louis XVI schools. 

This group of the Hepplewhite school shows influences 
from both of these co-existing French schools. In fact, the 
case-pieces have an unmistakable French flavor. Yet the fur¬ 
niture expert would readily classify their curved contours as 
of English interpretation and not of French. 

Appropriately, French walnut was selected for posts, legs 
and bed rails, and Italian olive burl for the broad surfaces, 
banded with the French wood. The mirrors are hand- 
finished in antique gold.
